BACKGROT]NI)

CDW Governme, rt Inc (CDWG) has already won multiple competitive bids within fiscal year

2015 - 2016 which individually did not exceed the $100,000 threshold which would require
approval of those purchases by the Board of County Commissioners. Cumulatively, these

purchases and other purchases do exceed $100,000. Pursuant to County Code 15.530, Board of
County Commissioners must approve all purchases of supplies, materials, equipment and

confractual senrices in annual amounts which exceed $100,000 or which aggregate to exceed

$100,000. Prior legal opinion held that this approval is also needed for cumulative purchases

with a vendor throughout ayear which aggregate to exceed $100,000.

Washoe County has purchased a variety of computer software, hardwarg electonics, parts, and

accesories from CDWG as a Value Added Reseller for many years. Whe,n the County solicits
bids for such goods, CDWG commonly responds. During the current fiscal year, CDWG won a
number of sizable purchases, each of which was well under $100,000 each, but cumulatively
have exceeded $100,000.

Since Washoe County ptrchases with CDWG have cumulatively exceeded $100,000 for fiscal
year 2015-2016, Technology Se,r:nices and the Purchasing Division of the Compfroller's
Departne,lrt are asking for retroactive purchase approval with CDWG to exceed $100,000 in
awarded purchases for 2015 - 2016, and to allow continued awarded purchases from CDWG
through the remainder of the fiscal year. Such additional purchases will rernain within available

adopted budget funding for the year, and all purchases will still be subject to competitive bidding
or purchased in joindo to existing govemme,lrtal sole source conhacts.

Tcchnology Senrices and the Purchasing Division would also like to request preapproval of
CDWG for fiscal year 2016 - 2017, in anticipation of the company winning e'nough purchase

awards, either directly or on a joinder basis, within the fiscal year to exceed $100,000 in the

aggregate. All purchases made with CDWG during fiscal year 2016 -2017 wrll remain within
available adopted budget firoding for the year, and all such purchases will still be subject to
competitive bidding or shall be ptrchased in joinder to existing governmental conhacts.

IIISCAL IMPACT
Expenditures will exceed [$100,000] within Fiscal Year 2015 - 2016. The manimum fiscal
impact will depend on the results of any remaining purchases in ttre current fiscal year. All
purchases will remain within available adopted budget funding for Fiscal Year 2015 -2016.

Expenditnres within Fiscal Year 2016 - 2017 are expected to again exceed [$100,000]. The
manimum fiscal impact will depend on results of competitive bids. All purchases will re,main

within available adopted budget furding for Fiscal Year 2016 -2017.
